Independent Exam 
System Begins Today 


The Independent Exam 
System is run by students at 
Hollins College and, as much, 
is a unique system. The system 
affords students the oppor- 
tunity of scheduling their own 
exams within three testing 
sessions per day. Although not 
all exams are administered 
through this system, the 
majority are, and therefore 
everyone uses the system at 
least once while at Hollins 
Due to this, the student 
Academic Policy Committee 
feels that this simplified 
version of the rules and 
procedures of the system need 
to he available to the student 
body. 

Please sign up to monitor 
exams and encourage your 
friends to do so as well. There 
is a poster on the Kiosk for this 
purpose. Remember, that we 
all benefit from the IES and 
unless we all support it we may 
not always have it If we do not 
have three monitors for each 
session by May 12, 1987, we 
will begin to cancel exam 


General Information 
1 The hxam Room t2nd floor 
Administration Building> will 
be open to pick up exams 10 
minutes before the exam 
period is to begin. 

2. Exam periods begin at 9 
a.m., 2 p.m. and 7 p.m. on the 
designated days. 

3. After an exam is picked up 
in the Administration 
Building, a student may give 
the unopened exam to the 
monitor and study. However, 
the student will only have the 
time remaining out of the three 
hours (or left out of the time in 
a timed exam) to complete the 
exam. You are on your honor 
not to look at the exam before 
giving it to the monitor. 

4. Only exam books, tests, 
pens, pencils, calculators and 
rulers are allowed in the 
closed-book exam rooms. 

5. Notecards, pre prepared 
questions, textbooks, and 
notes allowed by the professor 
may be used only in open-book 
exam rooms. 


fi If a student is given the 
wrong exam, she is to return it 
to the exam room (Ad. Bldg.) 
and only has the remaining 
time to complete her exam. 
Rules: 

1. No student may bring her 
own exam books into the exam 
system. 

2. No student mav bring notes, 
notecards or textbooks into a 
closed-book exam room. 

3. Remeber the Honor Code: If 
someone else is cheating, you 
are as responsible as she if you 
do not ask her to turn herself 
into the Honor Court. and turn 
her in if she refuses. 

Any infraction of the IES rules 
will be delt by the Honor 
Court. 

Please Note: You can leave the 
exam at any time to go to the 
bathroom, get a coke, smoke a 
cigarette, etc. as long as you 
leave your exam with the 
monitor and do not study class

The J ane Cocke F unkhouser 
Award will be awarded to a 
member of the senior class 
who is of good character, 
personality, and academic 
standing. 

In addition the Elizabeth 
Kennedy Chance Award will 
be given in economics, the 
Mary Williamson Award for 
English, the Philosophy and 
Religion Award in Ethics and 
Values, the Elgin-Short 
Hollins Abroad Award and 
the Jan Kuhn Award for 
international studies will be 
given. Two new awards will be 
given this year: The Sarah M. 
Cook Award for American 
Studies and a Sociology 
award.

There is a new place a short 
trip down Williamson Hoad 
called Aahlee'a, which i* 
located near Kentucky Fried 
Chicken. The whole name i» 
Aahlee’a Telephone Lounge 
and Keataurant. I'm sure that 
a lot of you are wondering 
what is a telephone bar, and 
others of you have maybe seen 
them in a couple of movies. 
Well, in the lounge there are 
telephones on each table, and 
each table has a light hanging 
above it with a number on it. 
So if you see a cute boy across 
the room, all you have to do is 
ring him up rather than being 
embarrassed by talking to him 
face to face. For those of you 
who get "dial-y fingers" after a 
few drinks, this is a great place 
for you, and you won't have a 
huge phone bill. The drinks 
are priced a little high, but the 
money is well spent. The 
owner said that he would like 
to start having a band once a 
week after he has been open 
for a while. 

Now the Tasters know that 
this is the Graduation issue of 
the Columns, so we will give 
you a review on a new place 
that you could take your 
parents to dinner. Ashlee's 
opened about three weeks ago 
with a temporary menu. The 
owner wanted to offer a large 
variety of foods to see which 
ones were popular. 

The menu has six sections-- 
appetizers, soups, pasta, 
salads, seafood, meats and 
poultry. In the appetizer 
section, there are such things 
offered as stuffed mushrooms, 
which are $4.95, and escargots 
for $5.95. The Tasters had 
some mushrooms which were 
very good. Under soups, we 
have four choices which 
include Baked Onion and 
Soup de Jour. The soups range 
in price from $1.95-$3.95 a 
bowl. The pasta section has 
two selections, which are 
Fettucino D' Ashlee, which is 
noodles with ham and shrimp 
in cream sauce at $11.95, and 
Spaghetti Inferno, which is 
spaghetti topped with a zesty 
meat sauce, melted eheddar 
and swiss cheeses at $7.95. 
Both of these sound tasty. The 
salads include Spinach, 
Shrimp, and (‘eusar Salad 
along with Ashlee s House 
Salad The house salad is 
priced at $1.96, while the 
shrimp salad served with your 
chon s of dressing is $8 95. 
Thare is « large select am 


when it to entrees. 

There are nine seafood choices 
which offer such things as two 
5-ounce lobster tails, which are 
steamed to perfection and 
served with drawn butter, they 
are priced according to the 
present market. One of the 
Tasters ordered broiled 
Maryland Crab Cakea, which 
sounds tasty, with a 
description like the following - 
"sweet, tender Maryland 
crabmeat delicately blended 
with Ashlee's own secret 
ingredients and then boiled to 
perfection." How could anyone 
resist it? The Maryland Crab 
Cakes are priced at $10.95. 

There is also a tough 
decision to make in the Meat 
and Poultry section. A friend 
of the Hollins Tasters had the 
Steak Diane priced at $14.95. 
which is medallions of beef 
tenderloins sauteed in onions 
and mushrooms, and then 
deglazed with brandy. This 
dish was the favorite at our 
table. The other Taster had the 
Beef Kabob priced at $11.50, 
which is medallions of beef 
marinated with onions, 
peppers, tomatoes, and 
mushrooms served over a bed 
of rice. The meat was cooked 
perfectly, but everything was 
cut small. We suggest maybe 
having fewer pieces of meat, 
but having them thicker in 
size. 

The atmosphere was 
relaxing. There are phones at 
the tables, but no numbers 
hanging from the ceiling. This 
idea is convenient because if 
you have a request for the 
piano player, all you have to 
do is ring him up. The service 
was a little slow, but adequate 
since we had a couple of drinks 
before dinner. The waitress 
apologized for the delay and 
gave us each a complementary 
after dinner drink. 

The Tasters feel that 
Ashlee's has potential to be a 
great restaurant and lounge, 
but the permanent menu 
should be chosen soon As 
soon as the permanent menu is 
printed, we are sure that 
Ashlee’s will become one of the 
top restaurants in this area of 
Roanoke. Eventually. Ash 
l tv his will be opeu for lunch 
and stay open into the night- 
The Happy Hour will be ail 
day up to 7p.m . with cheaper 
prices on drinks and lew lore 
munch u s VS r wish . WWe'M 
lot of luck in the future 1 
before you U>ov»- 
summer!

On Hoy 12 end 13 Peg Halt presented her senior 
project, Helte of the tUjom which *he directed and 
starred in. It i* an hour long* one act nwmntoafg 
brilliantly done Hall ha* perfected her pitch, 
inflection and projection throughout her year* a* an 
artreva. tail Halt goes beyond the proper technique in 
thi* presentation. She create* a very believable 
charac ter for the audience. One ha* a great aenae of 
thi* old movie theatre and acquire* a great knowledge 
of Belle * life. “(lara’Belle recreate* old moviea^mcb 
Hh Gone with the Wind for u* a* well a* many other*. 
Hull ha*, a great under n land mg of the actor* in theae 
film* for she studied each film she wa* to quote, a* 
Belle, prior to the stage rehearsals. Hall is powerful, 
yet her character isn’t, ahe ha* an excellent balance of 
reality within her monolouge. And, she had merely 
two week* to work through the one act play before 
opening night Tuesday. 

Belle i* a sorry aoul, yet that i* not something Hall 
allow'* us to see immediately. She hold* back and give* 
us the opportunity to relish in the comical behavior of 
Belle. 

Through Hall’s clean stage direction the audience 
becomes a part of a dusty storage room in the Bijou 
movie theatre house. The room is covered with boxes, 
roles of tickets, a rickety ladder which Hall climbs up 
at one point, old movie magazines, a piano which she 
plays , a pipelike clothing rack , and a picture of her 
only love, Clark Gable. Belle tends to throw her props 
around at times such as old movie clippings and tickeU* 
while she takes us through sinereos of typical movie 
goers and their gripes; this is extremely effective. One 
never feels as if Belle is alone on that stage. 

Not only does Hall move around the stage very 
effectively, but she uses her hands extremely well. 
Belle has a tendancy to pass over things and laugh 
(when we know she wants to cry) with a constant hand 
motion as if shooing a fly. Her facial expressions are 
captivating, whether she is mimicking famous 
starlettes or reflecting to the “good old days when 
her mother was alive and they would play in this very 
room while the film was going on. 

H all does a beautiful job of taking us back with her to 
the fine days of the Bijou when the curtain was red 
velvet and the seats matched, when kids would run 
about the theatre watching cartoon after cartoon to 
the days when war films hit theatres. Since the time is 
the present we have a great understanding of where 
Belle’s thinking is originated for Hall creates a perfect 
“grandmother’’ image for the audience. 

As the play goes on it becomes more intense thus 
more challenging for Hall. It seems one of the most 
difficult aspects of an actress’ career is that fated 
death scene, alone, on the stage with no other 
thesbians to rely on. Hall pulls this off realistically, 
however it seems she could have shortened it just a bit. 
It is dynamic enough that she stubbles over a large 
bullitin board of pinups and falls to the floor. Belle 
says her final lines gripping the edge of the stage - 
reciting Scallet O’Hara’s lines from the frequently 
quoted Gone with the Wind , and laugh* about her boss, 
Jake, who she refers to throughout the play, while 
insisting *he’ll buy her bus ticket to Hollywood 
tomorrow. 

Belle ha* been popping pill* throughout the entire 
act, but It doe* come a* a hit of a surprise that they k»H
